An agreememt with es 
Smith to prepare planus 
tions for wharf No. 2. on the Rich 
mond inner channel, was authorized 
by the ¢ity couneil last night and 
Mayor J. H. Plate was directed to 
execute the contract. 

According to the provisions of the 
agrement and contract, FB, Smith 
known as “Drydock” Smith is to have 
the plans and specifications complet- 
ead and before the council within sev- 
enteen days fron: the date of the 
agreement, to supervise the construc 
tion of the wharf and receive five per | 
cent of the construction cost, one 
half payable on award of contract | 
and the balance in installments. as | 
the work is completed. 

Dredging plans and. specifications 
for Municipal wharf No. 2, strongly 
objected to by contractors last week 
were altered by City Engineer Hoff- 
man and City Attorney Hall to mect 
the ebjections in a large measure, 
and bids on the dredging were or- 
dered, to be opened and the contract 
awarded next. Monday night. 

Major changes made included an 
average fill instead of a perfectiv 
level one: reduct‘on of the yardage 
from 100,000 to %3,000 cubic yards; 
allowing contractors to employ any 
kind of labor and from any point, 
and making the lines indefinite in- 
stead of 1 to 1. The injunction and 
damage clauses remain the same. 

Chief objection to the cofttractors 
was made to the provison that only 
American labor should be employe: 
and that Richmond citizerts should, 
be given preference.

TIME TO TAKE STOCK 


Ee: 

Periodically the managers of every successful business must 
check their assets and their liabilities to know where they stand. 
What is good for a business is good for a government. The peo- 
ple. of this nation are stockholders in the greatest business in the 
world, namely, the United States government. , 

-Private business must constantly be on the alert to prevent bad 
accounts accumulating on its books. aFilure to do this has wreck-' 
ed many otherwise promising institutions. The people of this coun- 
try must be diligent to keep bad accounts (illadvised legislation, 
exorbitant taxation, public officials and legislators with radical and 
visionary ideas) from clogging or destroying the machinery of gov- 
ernment. Just as bad debts will wreck a business, so will exorbi 
tant taxation, radical legislation and unbalanced public officials 
wreck a government. 

It is well to take stock of ourselves six months after the last 
presidential election. Excitement of the political campaign is ‘pass- 
ed and all new public officials are in office. The nation has actual- 
ly settled down to the first normal period of activity since the first 
gun was fired in the World War eleven years ago. We have what 
every other nation in the world is striving to secure, namely sound 
domestic and financial conditions under a stable form of govern- 
ment. ° 

Yet we have in this nation today, public officials, teachers 
and professinal lecturers who would, if they could, undermine the 
sound basis on which we are operating and substitute in its place 
obstructive and destructive ideas hich have destroyed the stability, 
safety and progress of some of the world’s leading nations. 

That the people of this nation do not wish to see any experi- 
mental program adopted was made very evident at the last election. 
But the work of the agitator never ceases. Hence, our public of- 
ficlals and: private citizens must be ever on. their guard to pre- 


vent habilities accumulating in the affairs of our government just | most circumspect adaiti 


as the managers of private business are constantly on their guard 
to: prevent liabilities creeping into the affairs of private enterprise. 


hat a great thing it would be if, when our national Congress | ments. 


reconvenes, it would devote itself more largely to the affairs of 
government and less to the affairs of 
business than it has during recent years. 

Never before in the history of the United States was the labor 
situation in such a healthy condition. Hours are reasonable and 
wages are good. We have legislation covering practically every 
phase of business activity. The workman is protected. The public 
is protected. Industries are protected from unfair competition. La- 
bor and capital are actually working in close harmony, and workmen 
through the purchase of the stocks and securities of the industries 
which employ them are sharing in the profits or losses of such enter- 
prsies. 

Who is to be benefited by any program which would tend 
to unsettle such a satisfactory status? The people of this nation, 
as a unit, should demand that government business be permitted | 
to continue along safe, sane and normal lines without the disturb- | 
ing influence of uncalled for experimental measures and’ policies 

which find to destroy the perfectbalanc e which this country is main- 
taining today in its domstic relations. 

An inventory of our national affairs will show that we are 
in a sound condition and with proper management we should 


renee in the same situation for an indefinite period into the 
uture.
